Owing to the 
depositors withdrawing their funds, the 
Canton bankers were in turn compelled to 
withdraw their loans from the native banks 
in this Colony, and of course the depositors 
ih the native hanks here got alarmed and 
followed suit, 
pushed the native banks to repay their 
advances, the latter were compelled to 
push their clients to enable .them to 
mect their engayements, anda panic was 
dhe result. : q 
It is much to be deplored that so many 
respectable Chinese honyrs have come to 
grief; but they have only themselves to 
blame, as they were_fairly warned of the 
mad course they were pursuing in the land 
speculations, Matters have been brought 
to a crisis by the forcign banks so sudden- 
ly. withdrawing their loans to native banks, 
ind declining to make further, advances, 
‘and no person can blame the European 
bankers for looking after their own interests 
and-making themselves secure. , Still, if 
they could see their way to make judicious 
advances, taking care of course to have 


‘themselves properly secured, so,as to stem 


the panic to some extent, we think it would 
greatly facilitate matters generally, and 
help to remove many ‘difficulties which at 
present stand in the way of a satisfactory 
solution of this wretched business.

The Destroyer is a naval relative of the little 
monitor, which also moved through the water at 
aspeed awaited with breathless anxiety by the 
entire nation in 1862, and which subsequently 
destroyed the Merrimac and saved the country.

John Ericsson, and cost between 60,000 dollars 
and 70,¢20 dollars to build.

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The conduct of the native police and’ fire- 
brigade towards the Concession brigade on the 
oceasion of a recent fire, is deserving of the 
Strongest reprobation amd demands the inter 
ference of the native authoritics to prevent its 
recurrence, “About ten o'clock al night on the 
tath instant, a fire broke out in the city some 
too or 150 yards distant from the Concession, 
The alarm was first given by one of the Munici- 
pal police, who rang the Concession fire-bell, 
and the fire-brigade:at- once hastened to the 
scene, The captain found that the Kidsupawa 
was all but dry, and as the native police objected 
to the engine remaining offthe Concession, it was 
removed to the extreme corner of our ground, 
where there was only about 6 inches of water in 
the rivers. ‘The hose was’ then run to within a 
few yards of the fire, and a proud stream got to 
bear, but we were rudely ordered. to withdraw 
by the native fire-brigade, backed up by the nas 
tive police. ‘The consequence was that five houses 
were entirely destroyed before the contlagratior 
was extinguished, or rather burned itself out, It 
was indeed painful to have to stand by idle, look- 
ing, at property being consumed, and be pre- 
cluded from rendering assistance by hundreds of 
native ‘firemen and police. ‘f'wo of the’ unfor- 
tunates whose property was destroyed are trides- 
men well known to foreign residents here, and 
one of them—a storckeeper—lost everything he 
possessed, ) 

should mention that several members of the 
Concession fire-brigade have been hurt by pieces 
of tiles, &e., thrown at them by the native fire- 
men, who were apparently encouraged in their 
ruffianly conduct by the police. [was told after- 
wards that the foreigners were kept back under 
instructions from the Superintendent of Police; 
perhaps he also ordered tiles to’ be thrown at us 
and authorised his men to make use of most 
abusive language. 
officer in charge at the fire shewed clearly that 
he knew nothing of his duty; he would have done 
‘better if he had made his men prevent thieves 
from running off with everything taken out of 
the buming houses, After the treatment they, 
received the other night, | very much doubt if 
many of the foreign brigade would assist at a fire 
in the city even if their services were asked. 

A Japanese of good position, and in whom as 
much reliance can be pldced as any native I have 
come across, has intormed me that the native 
fire-brigades are composed entirely of carpenters 
and plasterers, It.is in the interest of these men 
to have large fires occur, because it makes trade 
brisk, He also said that when a house is ‘in 
danger from neighbouring buildings a. bribe of 
froin 50 to t00 yen paid to the head of the bri- 
gade will ensure its safety, but if the’moncy be 
not forthcoming, the housc—if not burncd—~will 
be pulled down to keep the fire from spreading.” 
Under these circumstances poor people stand a 
bad show, 

A tumour was current a few days ago that the 
managers of the native theatres desired to close 
at to p.m. instead of 12,to reduce the chances the’ 
audience ran of being robbed while going home. 
To this the thieves’ guild objected, on the ground 
that their business would be unduly interfered 
with, and they threatened to burn down the 
theatres if the innovation were carried into effect.
